The  author  of  The  War  Against  The  Jews

into  French,  German,  Japanese  and  He¬ 
brew,  and  also  into  an  American  juvenile 
edition  —  Mrs.  Dawidowicz  has  also  edited  a 
companion  documentary  volume  A 
Holocaust  Reader.  Her  latest  book  is  On 
Equal  Terms:  Jews  in  America  1881  -  1981. 

A  native  New  Yorker,  Mrs.  Dawidowicz 
studied  at  Hunter  College,  Columbia 
University  and  the  YIVO  Institute  for  Jewish 
Research.  She  has  received  honorary  degrees 
and  awards  for  her  work  and  has  taught  and 
lectured  widely.  She  is  currently  at  work  on  a 
comprehensive  history  of  the  Jews  in 
America. 

Mrs.  Dawidowicz’  participation  in  the 
Shabbaton  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
Dorothy  Tager  Education  Fund.

Hanukkah 

This  year,  Hanukkah  begins  on  Wednes¬ 
day  evening,  November  30  and  lasts  through 
Thursday,  December  8.  Like  all  the  holidays 
of  the  Fall  and  Winter  this  year,  Hanukkah 
comes  rather  early  on  the  secular  calendar. 
Perhaps  that  is  a  blessing:  Hanukkah  can  be 
focused  upon  by  itself.  It  is  surely  worthy  of 
that. 

The  eight  days  of  Hanukkah  com¬ 
memorate  two  miracles:  the  victory  of  a 
small  group  of  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks 
during  the  second  century  BCE,  and  the 
miracle  of  a  small  cruse  of  oil  which  was 
found  in  the  Temple  and  which  burned  for 
eight  days.  The  two  miracles  that  seem  dif¬ 
ferent,  however,  are  really  one.  Both  are 
reminders  that  right  can  win  over  might,  that 
a  relatively  small  amount  of  energy  can  go  a 
very  long  way. 

The  rituals  of  Hanukkah  make  this  same 
point.  We  light  the  menorah  every  night, 
adding  another  light  to  it  as  each  day  passes. 
That  is  the  positive  essence  of  Jewish  life: 
add  another  candle  every  day.  And  it  is 
praiseworthy  to  display  the  menorah  in  pub¬ 
lic,  to  put  it  in  the  window  or  at  least  to  place 
it  where  members  of  the  family  will  con¬ 
gregate  to  see  the  light.  Publicity  is  also  part 
of  Hanukkah’s  essence.  It  is  good  for  Jews 
to  testify  publicly  to  God’s  redeeming 
power. 

Pessimists  abound,  but  Hanukkah  says: 
Light  more  candles  every  night.  Cynics 
abound  saying:  No  one  is  interested,  why 
waste  your  time?  Hanukkah  replies:  Speak 
up,  shine  brightly  from  the  windows  without 
being  embarrassed.  We  Jews  bear  testimony 
from  our  own  history  that  nations  can  win 
their  freedom,  that  the  few  can  prevail 
against  the  many.  Such  miracles  should  not 
be  kept  under  wraps.  They  are  important 
enough  for  everyone  to  know. 

Happy  Hanukkah  to  you  all!

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ICelebrating  Hanukkah! 

The  holiday  of  Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days,  beginning  on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev. 
This  year  Hanukkah  begins  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  30  and  continues  until  sundown, 
Thursday,  December  8. 

On  each  of  the  eight  nights  we  kindle  the  Menorah  (or  Hanukkiah)  to  commemorate  the 
miraculous  victory  of  the  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  during  the  second  century  B.C.E.  In  the 
Talmud  the  Rabbis  tell  a  story  which  symbolizes  the  victory  on  the  battlefield.  A  small  cruse  of 
oil  was  found  when  the  Temple  was  rededicated,  which  miraculously  lasted  for  eight  days.  Just 
as  a  small  amount  of  oil  cast  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews  stand  against  the  many  and 
the  mighty  in  order  to  preserve  their  faith. 

How  are  Hanukkah  lights  kindled?  A  candelabrum  is  used  which  has  places  for  eight  lights, 
in  addition  to  a  place  for  a  ninth  which  is  called  the  shamash.  (The  Sisterhood  Gift  Shop  has 
many  varied  styles  of  candelabrum  for  sale  suitable  for  use  on  this  joyous  holiday.)  Generally, 
wax  candles  are  used,  although  some  Menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  olive  oil  and  a  wick. 
On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed  on  the  right  side  of  the  Menorah.  Then  on  each 
succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the  left.  The  shamash  is  lit  first,  the  proper  blessings  are 
said  and  then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that  evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on 
the  left  with  the  candle  which  has  been  added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by  moving  on  to  the 
right.  On  Friday  night,  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  kindled  before  the  Sabbath  candles  are  lit. 

The  Menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if  it  is  practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to 
God’s  deliverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  children’s  involvement  in 
kindling  the  lights.  In  many  families  more  than  one  Menorah  is  lit,  the  children  lighting  their 
own. 

Many  customs  have  become  identified  with  Hanukkah  in  addition  to  the  kindling  of  the 
Menorah  which  add  greatly  to  the  festivities.  The  Hanukkah  Party  on  Sunday,  December  4  from 
1  -  3  P.M.,  for  the  congregation  is  part  of  this  custom  of  celebrating  Hanukkah.  Children  enjoy 
playing  with  the  dreidel  —  a  four  sided  top  with  four  letters  on  it:  nun,  gimel,  heh  and  shin. 
These  letters  are  interpreted  to  mean  Nes  Gadol  Hay  ah  Sham  “a  great  miracle  happened  there”. 
Latkes  (potato  pancakes)  are  a  traditional  food  while  in  Israel  sufganiyot  (doughnuts)  have 
become  customary.  Both  are  cooked  in  oil,  which  is  one  of  the  major  symbols  of  this  holiday. 
And  here  in  the  United  States,  Hanukkah  has  become  an  occasion  for  the  exchange  of  gifts, 
especially  for  the  children. 

With  lights,  good  food,  songs,  games  and  gifts,  Hanukkah  is  a  festival  which  celebrates 
events  of  the  past  and  which  is  a  cause  for  joy  each  and  every  year. 


Hanukkah  Blessings 

These  are  the  blessings  to  be  recited  before  kindling  the  Hanukkah  lights;  this  year  the  first 
candle  is  lit  on  Wednesday  night,  November  30. 

1.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha-olam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvatov 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has  commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then, 

2.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha-olam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  ba- 
yamim  ha-hem  baz-man  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for 
our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  “Sheheheyanu”  is  added: 

3.  Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh  Ha-olam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hazeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  sus¬ 
tained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season.
